an improved glass ¢ye which can 
move. The chief ‘drawback to the 
ordinary glass eye is that, being 


simply a convex shell of glass, it 
tends to sink back into the socket 
and is fixed in a stony stare. The 
hew device gets over these difficul- 
ties by placing in the socket of the 
eye a sphere of Jiving cartilage or 
gristle taken without risk from the 
patient's ribs. It is all one opera-

While one surgeon removes the 
destroyed eye, another surgeon re- 
moves’ the pieces of cartilage from 
near the patient’s breastbone. Two 
pieces are made into a little globe, 
which is placed_in the socket, an 
the thin outer covering of the eye, 
the conjunctiva, is*sewn over to hold 
it in place.

BRITISH ENGINEERS ESTABLISH FACTORIES AND 


FOUNDRIES ON A QUIET CANAL IN FRANCE 


Well back of the lines in France, 
on the banks of a quiet canal, near 
a town, that for obvious reasons 
shall be nameless, a party of British 
engineers has set up a group of fac- 
tories and foundries that are doing 
wonders in reclamation of war waste 
from the battlefields. Their organi- 
zation bears the name of the recon- 
struction department, and the title is 
most fitting, for the reconstruction 
began from the very ground up. The 
site of the factories and foundries 
was a disused timber yard, 

Hereabouts in the circumference 
of these yards and wharves the aim 
is to take away old lumber from the 
battleficld and put it through a 
course of renovation. It arrives in 
these coal boats, or railway trucks, 
as “waste”; it goes away as a re- 
draft, you may say; which js new, 
or just as good. As fast as the al- 
died troops move forward and. add 
another hill or>village to their belt 
of scalps, the stuff that litters the 
field is carefully sorted and stacked, 
and finds its way here by rolling 
stock or the more deliberate barge.

Keen, 
intemgent fellows they sre. a splen- 
did combination of brain and char- 
acter, based on a determination to 
do anythipg tat may become a man 
in the cause of victory and frec- 
dom. 

This converted timber yard, avhich 
is the occasion of converting so 
much else from waste into utility, is 
not merely a congress of ingenuity 
in refurbishing war materials into 

new lease of life. It is a very 
Babel in the inclusiveness of popwla- 
tion, but a Babel brought into order 
by selection and discipline. Here, 
stalled off in a section by themsel- 
ves, are a couple of hundred Boche 
prisoners, doing the rougher work in 
various jobs—shoe repairs among the 
rest—and maintaining as a rule the 
stolid and half-sullen scowl which is 
the badge of al Itheir tribe.~ Here 
In the saddlery section, and one or 
two others are several hundred non- 
combatant Portuguese; and in and 
out among the widespread metal sec- 
fions are several hundred Indians, 
They have not the caste or bearing 
of the pioncers whom we find work- 
ing in and around the lines of cam- 
munication, but they are sturdy and 
supple fellows and capable of  sus- 
jaining great strain and burdens 
throughout a heavy day with com- 
posure and credit to themselves. 
They are handy in thee metal iron 
sections, where tin covers. and lan- 
terns and cupolas and a Variety of 
camp utensils are undergoing that 
transformation which is the ruling 
purpose and glory of the place, It 
takes clever workmen to unship a 
Lewis gun and mend its mechanism, 
or even the case that carries it, with- 
out impairing that perfect fit in all 
its parts which makes it the portable 
and wonderful thing it, is; yet this, 
like the majority ‘of all the jobs done 
here, is largely undertaken. and suc- 
sessiully done by men who before 
the war were clerks orf postmen or 


s.. Here is a man sharpening 
aud replacing the blades of horse- 
tlippers who had never handled such

What a catafalque of irony it seem- 
ed, this assemblage of dead circum- 
stance and panoply of war! What 
mediey and what waste! Out of the 
skirts.of one of the heaps a corres- 
pondent picked a trophy to add to 
his little war muscum—it was an cn- 
trenching tool which has saved 
sO many thousands of our Tommies 
and undermined so many thousands 
of the Fritzes to. their ruin, Light 
and dexterous it combines the spade 
and the pick, and can be carried on 
the back or remounted on a fresh 
haft with the greatest ease. It can 
be used silently and effectually in the 
chalk beds of the Somme or the 
mud of Flanders, and has fashioned 
many an, impromptu dugout fer the 
safety and comfort of our men. No 
wonder an engineer officer of great 
war experience pronounced this sim- 
ple weapon (so utterly and énviably 
superior to anything in” the Boche 
outfit) to be the most inventive tri- 
umph of the war. 


We have, of course, our repair 
shops in England and Scotland, but 
they seem to be divided up _ into 
special branches according to the lo- 
cal aptitudes, and there is no talk 
about them because they are all well 
known, It is rather different with 
these works “somewhere in France,” 
for while a few are aware of their 
existence, fewer pcople still realize 
the range or volume of the work 
done there. We are not at libert 
to piblish actual figures, but the re® 
port for a single month taken at 
random enumerates thirty-seven de- 
partments, from the baling of waste 
paper in a press to the overhauling 
of mackintoshes, and from the sort- 
ing of eight different kinds of waste 
but seryiceable ammunition, English, 
French and German, to the refilling 
of broken gas-masks and _§ saddles. 
But I have added up thé, whole of 
these various specifications, reckon- 
ing horseshoe nails and _ leathern 
equipments by the sackful and horse- 
shoes and paper by the ton, each 
sack and ton counting as a mere 
unit. And of such wunits—pounds 
and boxes and sacks and tons thrown 
in—I find that ‘these works hidden 
away on the banks of an obscure 
canal “somewhere in France,” have 
sorted and salvaged and: reissued or 
stored for reissue, 2,755,501 entrics of 
all kinds: “Some” salvage, you must 
admit. J

A Brilliant Chapter 
Added to Naval Annals 


Amazing Adventures of Navy in 
Inland of Mesopotamia 
The*story ox the part ‘taken by a 
British flotilla of gunboats in the 
capture of Bagdad adds a_ brilliant 
chapter to our naval annals, It is 
told in_a report, published in the of- 
ficial Gazette, by Captain Wilfrid 
, Nunn, upou whom the command un- 
expectedly devolved, and who, says 
Admiral Sir R. Wemyss in his cov- 
ering despatch, has “shown a very 
Bi. yep capacity for command.” 
The names of the gunboats (the 
Stinging flies of the navy) 
took part in the operation.

Captain Nunn describes the — suc- 
cessful assault of the formidable San- 
nalyat position, ending in “a gencral 
retreat which developed later into a 
rout.” Kut wa8 reached on February 
25, and Captain Nunn himself hoist=. 
ed the Union Jack oy€r the town, 

The same morning the “flics” of 
the navy pressed on up the Tigris in 
pursuit of the retreating ‘Turkish 
army. Soon the small craft were 
abreast of our infantry, and a_bat- 
tle was begun and continued all day. 
The enemy opened an accurate fire 
with field batteries and 5.6 howit- 
zers, and all our ships were hit with 
splinters of shell, but luckily no ser- 
ious damage was done. 


Bghailah was the next enemy 
town captured. Beyond the town 
several steamers were seen, among 


them H.M.S, Firefly, which had to be! 
abandoned on December 1, 1915, 
when her boiler was disabled by a 
shell and our force was~surrounded. 
The part taken in the further opera- 
tions by the Firefly, is best describ- 
ed in Captain Nunn’s own words: 

“We. shortly afterwards got into 
gun range of the small shipping and 
opened a heavy fire, particularly on 
the Firefly and the armed enemy ship 
Pioneer, who both replied. The] 
Firefly made some good shooting at 
us with her four-inch gun. 

“The enemy were ring at ws 
from thrée directions, and on oP 
proaching Nahr Kellak bend I ob- 
served a large body of the enemy on 
the left bank at the head of the loop 
in the river, and gave orders for all 
guns to be fired on them. 

“They proved to be a stron 
guard, and opened of us wit 
yy machine'gun and heavy 

re. 

“At this close range there were 
casualties in all ships, who were hit 
many times, but our guns must have 
caused immense damage to the ene- 
my, aS we were at one time firing 
a six-inch gun into them at about 
400 to 500 yards. 5 

Besides the Turkish artillery there 
were a large number of enemy wit 
rifles and machine guns behind a 
bend at a range of about 100 yards 
from the ships. 

“In the'act of turning round the 
bend shots came from all directions, 
and casualties of the Moth, which 
came last in the line, were particu- 
larly severe. There Were casualties 
in all three ships. ; 

“The Moth was hit eight times by 
shells. ; : 

“The quartermaster and pilot in 
the conning tower of H.M.S. Mantis 
were killed but the prompt actlon. of 
her captain saved her from running 
ashore, I consider that the excellent 
spirit of the men and skilful handling 
of the ships by their captains in a 
difficult and unknown shallow river 
were most praiseworthy. 

“We thus passed the enemy's rear- 
guard, and large numbers of the re- 
treating Turkish army were on our 
starboard beam. I opened rapid fire 
from all guns that would bear (this 
included heavy and light gums, pom- 
poms, maxims and rifles) and at 
this short range we did enormous 
execution, the enemy being too de- 
moralized .to reply, except ina very 
few cases. > 

“We were also able to shoot down 
some of their gun teains, which the 
deserted, and several guns thus fell 
into the hands of our forces when 
going over the ground, j 

“i the vessels ahead were now in 
easy range, and several small craft 
stopped and surrendered, including 
the armed tug Sumana, which we 
had left at Kut during the siege, and 
had been captured at the fall of that

“Why is the German not Icwed 
mare warmly by his. Dutch cousins?” 
asked a wiiter in a German newspa- 
per a few days ago. The editor of 
the Handelsblad takes the part of a 
candid friend in a reply printed as an 
editorial, 

“First of all,” he says, “the dislike 
of all foreigners prevails everywhere 
among the mass_of the Dutch peo- 
ple, because they feel foreigners to 
be different. Therefore the Dutch 
masses dislike Germans, Belgians 
and Englishmen. But Germany be- 
fore the war was always holding a 
loaded revolver to our breast, her 
contempt for MHolland’s military 
power, her thirst for expansion, her 
wish to try her gigantic and remark- 
able war machine, were. very real 
dangers.

Few pepple 
will admit that the invasion of Bel- 
gium was necessary for the fense 
of the German frontier, and the 
invasion had not taken place the 
war would have been over long ago, 
Even supposing that the excuse © 
necessity was legitimate, it ‘would 
justify a devastation of Holland’ to- 
morrow, for Germany's love of jus- 
tice and her respect for Dutch free- 
dom and indepeadence are very poor 
securities. _— — :
